BEAVER  BLAKEMORE 


A  new  Strawberry  recently  originated 
in  Wisconsin  by  C.  H.  Beaver,  and  one 
that  is  rapidly  taking  its  place  among 
the  leading  kinds.  It  is  a  cross  between 
Dr.  Burrill  and  Premier,  retaining  all  the 
valuable  fruiting  features  of  the  Premier 
and  in  addition,  like  Dr.  Burrill,  makes 
new  runners  freely. 

Beaver  is  a  perfect  blossom  plant,  with 
dark  green  foliage,  very  strong  and  vig¬ 
orous,  good  runner  maker  and  drought 
resister.  The  berries  are  of  a  deep  glossy 
red  which  extends  over  the  entire  berry 
to  the  heart  of  the  fruit.  Is  very  produc¬ 
tive,  hardy  and  firm  and  of  such  texture 
that  it  does  not  require  picking  more  than 
twice  a  week.  While  we  class  the  Beaver 
as  an  early  variety,  it  extends  over  such 
a  long  period  of  time  that  it  may  also  be 
classed  among  the  late  varieties.  Rich, 
mild  flavor,  high  color  and  firmness  are 
some  of  its  superior  qualities,  and  pre¬ 
dictions  are  that  within  a  short  time  it 
will  be  the  leading  canning  berry.  In 
addition  it  is  unsurpassed  as  a  shipper. 
Leading  growers  are  setting  large  acre¬ 
age  to  Beaver,  as  its  ability  to  stand  up 
under  extreme  conditions,  rich  color,  size 
and  attractive  appearance  command  the 
highest  price.

It  is  a  cross  of 
Missionary  and  Premier  and  has  been 
thoroughly  tested,  tried  and  subjected  to 
all  kinds  of  trials  before  being  introduced. 

The  Blakemore  is  extra  early,  ripening 
same  time  as  Beaver,  and  four  to  five 
days  before  Premier.  Berries  are  bright 
red  and  resemble  Premier,  although  they 
are  somewhat  larger  and  of  better  color. 
Because  of  its  firm  flesh  and  tough  skin 
the  Blakemore  has  proven  a  good  long 
distance  shipper  and  will  remain  on  the 
vines  a  considerable  time  after  ripe  with¬ 
out  loss  from  over-ripeness  or  rotting. 
Blakemore  is  a  vigorous  grower,  and  run¬ 
ners  are  produced  freely,  with  foliage 
quite  resistant  to  leaf  spot.  Perfect  flow¬ 
ering. 

We  still  consider  Premier  the  best  early 
berry  in  existence  for  all  around  worth. 
However,  where  extremely  long  distance

Cooper  is  especially 
adapted  to  fancy,  local  mar¬ 
ket  trade,  where  its  large 
size  and  attractive  appear¬ 
ance  result  in  quick  sales  at 
big  prices.

On 
test  plots  for  the  past  three  years,  the 
plant  has  outyielded  all  other  varieties 
which  were  tested  in  adjoining  plots,  even 
outyielding  Latham,  which,  up  to  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  the  Chief,  has  been  our  heav¬ 
iest  yielder.  The  plants  are  vigorous  in 
growth,  perfectly  hardy  and  seem  to  be 
almost  resistant  to  mildew  and  mosaic. 
The  wood  ripens  early  and  is  a  good  plant 
maker.  Chief  has  the  good  qualities  looked 
for  in  a  raspberry;  earliness,  hardiness, 
quality  of  fruit,  and  yield. 


CUTHBERT

Following  we  give  most  common  planting  distances  for  berry  plants  and  number  of 
plants  required  per  acre. 

Distance  apart  No.  plants  per  acre 

Strawberries  .  4  ft.  x  18  in . 7,000 

Red  Raspberries  .  6  ft.  x  3  ft . 2,400 

Black  Raspberries  .  7  ft.  x  4  ft . 1,650 

Blackberries  .  8  ft.  x  4  ft . 1,360 

Grape  Vines  .  8  ft.  x  10  ft .  660 

If  you  prefer  to  plant  other  distances  than  those  listed,  here  is  a  simple  rule  to 
determine,  the  number  of  plants  required  for  an  acre.  Multiply  the  distance  between 
rows,  in  feet,  by  the  distance  between  the  plants  in  the  row,  in  feet.  This  will  give 
the  number  of  square  fe.et  required  for  one  plant.  Divide  this  into  43,560,  the  number  of 
square  feet  in  an  acre,  and  the  result  will  be  the  number  of  plants  you  will  need  for  one 
acre  of  ground.
